“Surely a shameful thing, such as 
they are trying to do to a brave and 
honest man like James L. Beavers, 
eannot be done in Atlanta. Atlanta 
has always been distinguished by her 
fair play, by the fact that decent, re- 
spectful people have been able to make 
their voices heard over the old organi- 
zation of the vicious element. A man 
is frequently known by his enemies. 
Has anybody ever known of. the old 
barroom gambler, disorderly-house 
bunch supporting Jim Beavers?

Realiz- 
ing the difficu'ty of the object the 
members were seeking, namely, the 
removal of Chief Beavers when they 
knew they had no legal right to re- 
move him, and when they knew that 
they could not afford to try him be- 
cause they knew that his innocence 
would be completely established, they 
have committed the error of destroy- 
ing the legality of any finding they 
may make. 

No Trial Given. 

“They have convicted Chief Bea- 
vers without a trial when they should 
have know that the law requires him 
to have a fair trial before a fair 
tribunal. It is elementary that any 
person charged with an offense can- 
not be convicted lawfully until he 
has had his day in court, that he has 
a right to be confronted by the wit- 
nesses against him, and that he be 
permitted to make his defnse. But 
this very fair court has found him 
guilty and summoned him to hear the 
verdict. Bhey seemed to have forgot- 
ten thut all men are presumed inno- 
cent until proved guilty, but they have 
found him guilty and told him they 
would hear any reason he ‘might 
have to set their finding aside. 

“It would be a joke for the chief to 
attempt to convince any man on this 
committee of his innocence on these 
charges. The charges were framed 
to fit the verdict. They knew they 
did not have anything to try him for 
and they knew that a trial would make 
it impossible to remove the chief and 
it was his removal alone that they 
Were seeking. 

“They seemed to have forgotten that 
in constitutional government, courts 
are sitting for the purpose of enfore- 
ing the law.

MUST BE TREATED 


Marketers of Plants Instruct- 
ed t oObey New State 
Ruling. 


Instructions have been issued re- 
cently by the state board of ento- 
mology for the corrosive cublimate 
treatment for sweet potato seed and 
the inspection of potatoes required 
under the law before bedding, if the 
sweet potato plants are to be sold. 

It ig explained that the corrosive 
sublimate treatment is required by 
the laws of Mississippi and South 
Carolina. The bozrd says the potatoes 
must be immersed eight or ten min- 
utes in a solution of one ounce of 
curresive cublimate to eight gallons 
of water. The container should not 
be made of metal and a barrel is suxz- 
gested as suitable. It is warned that 
potatoes so treated are rendered 
poisonous and care should be taken 
to destroy all the solution after use, 
te prevent live stock from drinking 
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The treatment is used to control 
black rot and should be used on all 
seed as a- protection. 

In order to sell sweet potato plants 
the Georgia law requires that the po- 
tatees be inspected béfore bedding. 
Arkansas, Florida, Louisiana and Ten- 
nessee have similar laws and ship- 
ments may be made to these states 
under Georgia permits. Alabama. 
through a special ryling, classifies 
sweet potato plants as nursery stock.

IN RECEIVERS HANDS 


W. W. Banks and Shepard 
Bryan Placed in Charge 
by U. S. Court. 


‘Receivers for the Couch Cotton 
Mills, Inc., were appointed Saturday 
by Judge Samuel H. Sibley on petition 
of the Central Bank & Trust corpora- 
tion, filed as a bill in equity in United 
States court. W. W. Banks and Shep- 
ard Bryan were named as receivers, 
under bond of $25,000 each. 

The Couch Cotton Mills, Inc., is a 
corporation owning cotton mills at 
Greenville, 8. C., Thomaston, Ga., and 
Kast Point, Ga., and the total value 
of the company’s assets is estimated 

000,000. The Couch Cotton 
ills, Ine., is in no way connected 
with Couch Brothers Manufucturing 
company, of East Point. 
Contract Failure Charged. 

The bill in equity asking for a re- 
ceiver was based on allegations that 
the Couch Cotton Mills, Inc., had fail- 
ed to conform to terms of a contract 
entered into with the Central Bank 
& Trust corporation whereby bonds 
were to be issued by the corporation 
for certain purposes. Non-payment 
of interest on these bonds or failure 
to retire them promptly were mention- 


ed as counts on which the Couch con-‘ 


cern violated thg contract. 

The bill in equity was filed in the 
clerk’s offiee at 1:35 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon;.the order appointing re- 
ceivers was filed at 1:50, and at 2:20 
a petition in involuntary bankruptcy 
was filed in the office of the referee 
in bankruptey. alleging the corpora- 
tion to be insolvent. 

A petition in involuntary  bank- 
ruptcy against the concern was filed 
on May 14, 1921, and on September 6, 
1921, an order of the court decreed the 
coneern solvent and dismissed the pe- 
tition for its adjudication.

Washington, February 10.—A 
world sugar shortage this year is indi- 
‘cated in a report on world production 
and consumption conditions made pub- 
li@ by the commerce department. Cun- 
sumption needs this year, placed about 
350,000 tons higher than in 1922, 
are estimated to total 725,000 tons 
more of raw sugar than estimated 
production. 

The year starts, the report says, 
with a 4,000,000-ton Cuban crop in 
prospect, a big crop in Java, and 
greatly increased production in Euro- 
pean countries, but decreases else- 
where, particularly in the United 
States, are expected to bring world 


production to a point only about 125 - 


QOO tons above that of last year. 
Figures listed for 1921-22 revealed 


a raw sugar production in America of 
5,245,000 


8,018,000 tons; in Asia, 
tons; Australia, 364,000 tons; Africa, 
519,000 tons; Europe, 4,037,000 tons, 
whole 1922-23 estimates placed the 
output in America at 7,417,000 tons; 
Asia, 5,386,000 tons: Australia, 332,-

Davis Commends Purpose. 


Director Davis, of the bureau of 
vital statistics at the state board of 
health, also commented upon the sub- 
ject of negro migration from the 
south on Saturday.

thing that will double-cross the par- 
ticular player and throw the oppo- 
sition off its balance. It is not at all 
necessary to vross the whole oppos 
ing team. That would be out of the 
question, anyway. 

All you need is to fool just one 
player—or maybe two. One _ such! 
move will throw a monkey. wren *h | 
into the whole machinery of the op 
position. 

Take, for instance, the elaborate 
and concentrated efforts we made dur- 
ing the 1922 series to cross Babe 
Ruth. We knew that he had a weak- 
ness, because we had watched him 
for a long time. We also knew that 
he was in a slump and a little down- 
spirited as a result of being unable to 
hit during the last few games of the 
regular season. 

Our purpose was to cross Ruth—to 
center on that—and thereby affect 
the morale of the whole Yank team. 
By succeeding i.. this their whole 
plan was disrupted. If they were 
not disrupted the Yanks were at least 
disturbed so much mentally that they 
were off balance. An important cog 
had broken. 

Can you imagine what would have 
happened if Ruth had hit a home run 
his first time at bat? Can you realize 
what an effect that would have had 
on the morale of our team—also of 
the Yanks? I thought! I understood. I 
was determined thaf it should not 
happen. We worked on that point 
hard. 

A manavror must take into consid- 
eration those psychological possibili- 
ties. Believe me, psychology plays 
an important part in baseball. 
RUTH OUT-GUESSED 
BY THE HURLERS. 

To illustrate the thoroughness of 
our efforts, aiming at that particular 
spot, Ruth did not get more than 
three balls durin. the entire series 
that he expected. Every one of our 
pitchers opposed Lim. If he looked 
for a slow one, invariably he would 
get something else. 
a fast one he weuld get a curve or 
a slow one. We had him completely 
at sea. 

Another thing: Having observed 
the Yanks very closely, I had a pretty 
zood idea of the runners who were 
headstrong and those who might be 
overcareful. We didn’t miss it far. 
Of five players that I figured we 
might eatch on that choke-off throw 
from the outfield to Bancroft, we 
eaught three—Meusel, Pipp and 

chang. 

All of these plays came at critical 
stages. The choke-off play, as I have 
explained before, is a trick of throw- 
ing the ball to the shortstop instead 
of to the plate when a single_is made 
to the outfield with a runner on second 
and there is no chance to catch him. 
Ordinarily the batter, seeing this 
throw start in from the outfield, as 
if to go to the plate or third, will 
keep right on past first and make 
second. Our plav was designed to 
choke these off. Bancroft catches the 
hall and, instead of throwing to the 
plate, tosses it to second. You all 
saw the play, very likely. 

The point make is that we ex- 
nected to catch Schang, Meusel or 
Pipp on that .play sometime during 
the series as well as two others. The

overcareful player we would not have 
made the play. If, in that last game, 
Schang had held first 
instead of running on to second the 
final result might have been entirely 
| different. 

HOW GIANTS USED 
TO BEAT RAYMOND 

To give you another illustration: 
When Bugs Raymond, pitching for the 
Cubs, was at the top of his farm, he 
all kinds |

mistake about Bugs being a great 
pitcher. He knew all the tricks, 

We knew, though, that he did not 
keep in condition. When a man gets 
fat as a result of dissipation he quick- 
ly loses his wind—does not like te 
stoop for ground balls. 

In one game that meant a 
deal to us we found it utterly impos- 
sible to do anything against Ray- 
mond’s pitching. Finally S spotted 
what I thought might be the weak 
spot to attack. 

“Get up there,” I said to the men 
on the bench, “and give him a little 
bunting practice. Don’t try to hit it 
out.

With Bugs all tired out and puff- 
ing we then started hitting again. In 
another inning they had to take him 
out of the box. By centering his at- 
tack on the weakness of Raymond we 
succeeded in upsetting the whole 
team. I might say that other teams 
did the same thing to us after Ray- 
mond became a member of the Giants. 
Jeing forewarned, however, we were 
able to yank him out in time. After 
that I spent most of my time trying 
to keep him in condition, with what 
result I have told in a previous chap- 
ter. We could keep him in some sort 
of shape for a month or two, but 
to do this all season was impossible. 

Base Stealing Was Great Aid. 

In the 1905 season, by the way, we 
used a base running play successfu-i 
lv that was aimed to double-cross the 
other fellows who thought they had 
solved our system. 

I refer to the delayed steal, which 
Sammy Strang, especially.’ worked 
nearly every time he tried it. Of late 
that play has gone into disuse, but 
[I believe it could be revived now if 
it were not for the lively ball. With 
this lively ball in play there is really 
little need to work out base running 
plavs. There is as much chance of 
come one slamining the ball to the 
daisies as there is of getting away 
with a risky base running play. That 
is why base running seems to be fall- 
ing into decay. 

The ‘first time Sammy tried it for 
us he was playing far off first base. 
It looked as if he would start for 
second any minute and the pitcher 
kept shooting the ball over to first 
in an effort to catch him. Finally 
Sammy took a good long lead. Just 
as the pitcher stepped forward to 
throw to first Strang suddenly lurched 
the other way and ran to second. As 
the result the ball was thrown to first, 
far behind him: tefore it could be 
relayed to seeond he slid under the 
baseman and was sufe by several feet. 
We used that play often. At first 


| the newspaper men thought that the 


runner had been caught napping. So 
did the fans. They laughed heartily 
at a funner getting away with a 
stolen base after having made a bane 
head play. It was no bone at all 
but a very smart play. 

Then we doped out lathe Q variation 
of that play when there were runners 
on first ard third. Instead of mak- 
ing the usual attempt at a double 
steal the runner’ would play far 
enough off first to be caught. He 
would then start for second. Nine 
times out of ten the confused first 
baseman, after taking the throw from 
the pitcher, would throw to second. 
If he did so the runner from third, 
already starting for home, could not 
be eaught. You see, he would huve 
three throws to beat instead of two. 
The ball would go from the pitcher to 
first, then to second and to home. 

I am sorry that base running haz 
failen off as a result of this lively 
ball. To me that was always one of 
the most fascinating features of base- 
ball. The study of -it really gave me 
my start in Baltimore. The perfec- 
tion of base running plays is what 
first made the Orioles famous.

The season’s production of 9,964,- 
000 bales of American and 17,664,000 
bales of all kinds of cotton with the 
carry-over of last August, fhe report 
stated, gave a total supplg for 1922-23 
of 15,087,000 bales of American and 
536,000 bales of all kinds.

Now, in the end, it is* certain that 
besieged Germany must surrender, un- 
less the outside nations intervene or 
the French abandon their operations 

We may dismiss the notion 
the French will abandon their siege in 
any useful time. ‘That is to say, they 
are certain to continue on their pres 
ent lines until such time as the Ger- 
mans sball surrender, or else, the 
whole German economic fabric is 80 
shaken by the results of the siege that 
it may be counted irretrievably ruined. 


Solution, if it is to come, must come, 


by surrender or by intervention. Dut 
surrender is totally unlikely as long 
as the Germans have any remote fuith 
in the possibility of intervention, be- 
cause any terms the French might give 
must seem to them sure to be worse 
than those obtainable after interven- 
tion, 

Whatever the modifications of the 
ltuhr situation, then, it seems fair to 
conclude that the French will stay in 
the Rubr for a very long time. Even 


a German surrender would not tead| 


necessarily to a French withdrawal! 
_for the simple reason that the French 
troops are in the Ruhr not alone to 
compel German surrender but to in- 
sure German compliance with the 
conditions of any surrender. 

It remains unmistakably that if 
the French are to be moved out of 
the Ruhr it can only be achieved by 
some sort of interventional action on 
the part of the countries which\ are 
interested but unlike Belgium and 
France are not directly participating 
in the}military operation, These na- 
tions Are obviously Great Britain, 
Italy antt the United States.

GERMAN PAYMENT. 

| In the German case, on the con- 
trary, the first step must be finding 
some way to insure German payment, 
when any sum is fixed. You will not 
persuade the Trench to leave the Rubr 
now—and the same is equally true of 
the Belgians until you are able to 
prove to them that if they retire they 
can be certain for the future that Ger- 
will comply with the terms 
which shall be fixed as to payment, 
both as to total sum and annual in- 
stalments. To do this you will have 
at one time to protect the Germans 
against undue pressure and guaran- 
tee the French and the Belgians 
against further deliberate evasion. 

There the first hurdle to be 
negotiated in any international con- 
ference. But there are others only :ess 
All Europe egrees that the 
questions of reparations and interal- 
lied debts are inextricably linked. 
The United States cannot propose 
any conference for the fixation of rep- 
arations without confronting the 
unanimous view of the European na- 
tions that such a conference would 
be still-born, did it not also inelude 
in its agenda the subject of debts. 

The British have now agreed to 
pay us, $4,600,000800 on long dis- 
tance terms. It has been generally as- 
sumed tbat this is a step in the direc- 
tion of a general clearing up of the 
debt question. On the contrary, as I 
view it, one more complication is 
added. Now that the British have 
bound themselves to pay us, noth- 
ing is more certain than that they 
will insist upon obtaining from Ger- 
many and those of their allies who 
owe them money, sufficient payments 
to liquidate their debt to us. 

It is equally axiomatic however 
that Britain’s debtors will neither 
pay Britain or us save as Germany 
pays them. It is equally beyond de- 


bate that they will not pay until the 
sum of German payinents to them 
has exceeded the costs of the recon- 
struction of their own ruins, result- 
ing from war.

One Other 


Possible Course. 


The other possible course 1s to 
invite an international conference to 
discuss both reparations and inter- 
allied debts, with the foreknowledge 
that this means the reduction of the 
sum of German reparations to a total 
which, being possible and reasonable, 
would provide just sufficient pay- 
ments to enable the Continental na- 
tions to rebuild their ruins and the 
British to repay us their debt. Such 
a toltal would be around fourteen bil- 
lions of dollars, of which Germany has 
already paid two billions, leaving 
twelve to be paid. 

In this fashion we should reduce 
cur debt claims from eleven. billions 
and a half of dollars to four billions 


‘and a half. the British would cancel 
the ten billions and a half which 
their former allies owe them, France 
i would cancel the two billions which 
her former allies owe her and the, 
creditors of Germany would wipe out 
‘nineteen of the thirty-three billions of 
| dallars owed them by Germany by the 
terms of the settlement of 1921. 
in conformity with the provisions of 
the treaty of Versailles. 


But in making 
earrying with it apparent. sacrifices 
on our part, (they seem to me only 


apparent for the billions owed us by 
the continental Nations are Just as} q 
unlikely to be paid as the other bil- 
lions owed by Germany) we should 
be in a position to make certain other 
conditions, We might insist that 
France evacuate Germany and we 
might undertake to share with the 
other allied nations in a joint block- 
ade of German ports, if Germany wil- 
fully evaded the terms 
settlement. 

Such a settlement would give us a 
substantial payment on account of 
our loans, 40 per cent, to be exact; 


in addition it would reopen for our 
‘exports the European markets, now 
‘likely to be paralyzed indefinitely. It 
/ would abolish the menace of lasting 
European resentment, nowhere more 
keenly felt than in Great Britain. It 
would do away with the danger of 
later Freneh military operations | 
against Germany, and it would meet 
ithe French demands that there be 
'some sort of guarantee of German 
| performance.

The difficulty with American policy |

He wan‘s 
to protect our claims upon Europe 
and at the same time he desires to 
prevent a European collapse which 
would abolish our foreign trade. But 
given European facts as they are it is 
‘imost unbelievable that we can save 
beth the debts and the markets and | 
there is at least good reason for be- 
lieving that i® we insist upon the 
integrity of the debts we shall in the 
end lose both debts and markets. 

Senator Johnson and the irrecon- 
cilables who march with him are per- 
fectly willing to pay the costs of isola- 
tion. They are willing to lose both 
debts and markets rather than run | 
any risk of being entangled in Euro- | 
pean affairs. Isolation at any price | 
is their idea, it is logical and simple. 
Whether it is possible politically or 
defensible ethieally, is quite another | 
question. 

Senator Borah and those who stand | 
with him are not terrified by risk | 
of getting involved in European poli- ' 
ties, because they believe it is possible 
to separate economic from political in- 
volvements, They oppose alliances and 
guarantees, but they are prepared to 
consider inter-allied debts along with 
German reparations, provided such 
consideration leads to the restoration 
of peace and economic prosperity. 

Politically Borah is in the strong- 
est position because in the end those 
who have something to sell and can't 
sell it are going to demand action by 
the government and hold the adminis- 
tration responsible for losses incident 
to the closing of the European mar- 
kets. Borah is, too, reinforced by the 
large number of people who regar1] | 
it as selfish and worse to sit passively 
by and see Eurene ruined.

Griffin is well-known as a’ city 
well entrenched financially, having 
five banks with a combined capitali- 
zation of $470,000, and with deposits 
of near $1,500,000. No bank failure 
ever has occurrede here, the banking 
facilities being sufficient to care for 
the needs of the city. 

Of civic organizations Griffin has 
at number. Three women's organiza- 
tions now are laying plans for the| 
erection of a modern clubhouse, from 
which they better can carry on their 
activities.

The Monroe Railroad and Banking 
eémpany was chartered in 1835. to 
construct and operate a railroad from 
Macon to Forsyth. In 1836 the char- 
ter was amended authorizing the ex- 
tension of the road northward to e@he 
(thattahoochee river, the real objective 
being Marthasville, now Atlanta. 

City Is Located. 

General Lewis L. Griffin, presi- ; 
dent of the Monroe Railroad and 
Banking company, purchased the site 
of the original town of Griffin from 
Bartholemew Still (sametimes written 
Stell), paying SS per acre, for the 
purpose of locating a city on the pro- 
posed line of the road. 

Subsequently General Griffin trans- 
ferred his interest in this land to the 
railroad, andthe deed was made from 
Bartholemew Still to the Monroe Rail- 
road and Banking company in 18389, 
Thia company immediately laid off 
the town and sold off the lots. 

The town was named in honor of 
General Griffin. The first lot was 
sold to William Lake for $1,000 on 
June 8, 1840. 

The construction of the railroad was 
pressed rapidly until it reached Grit- 
fin, when further construction was 
sunspended. until January 1, 1546, 
nnd during this interval Griffin was 
the northern terminus of the road.

Extend Industry. 

“If 1919, with the advent of W. 
L. Graefe, who visualized the import- 
ance of the Georgia pimento industry 
and became a partner in the enter- 
prise, pimentoes began to be grown 
and packed extensively at Griffin. 

“That year 100 acres were planted 
and canned by the Pomona Products 
company, as‘the concern styled itself. 
The next year 700 acres were planted, 
and a suffcient distribution of pimen- 
toes was obtained to greatly encour- 
age the men who had backed their 
convictions with. their money.

‘improved. Production is practieally 
nermal throughout the entire country, 
and unemployment is noticeable only 
in widely scattered communities. The 
tremendous building activity continues 
with the large majority of ‘cities re- 
porting shortage of apartments, homes 
and bisiness structures. The gen- 
eral trend of prices is now upward 
and this, combined with the increas- 
ing demand for commodities and serve 
ices; results in plans for business ex- 
pansion all along the line. Advertis- 
ing agencies are pressed for time to 
develop campaigns for the advertis- 
ing of the largest manufacturers.

fore the war cotton profits usually 
varied from $150,000,000 to $250,000.- 

per year, which is considerably 
less than the figures for 1923. 

The question of demand for 1923 
cannot be separated from domestic 
and foreign political questions, for 
the reason that cotton demand de- 
pends upon continued domestic pros- 
perity and restored foreign prosperity. 
Nevertheless, it seems unlikely that 
there will be no diminution in- de- 
mand for cotton during the coming 
calendar year. The only possibility 
of this lies in the chance that prices 
will rise to @ point where consump- 
tion will. be automatically curtailed, 
but this seems unlikely since there ig 
at the present time, an actual short- 
age of approximately 2,000, 
bales. In any event this will not af- 
fect the first six months of 1923. and 
ample time exists in which to check 
and collect for price boosting. 

The supply of cotton depends Jarge- 
ly on whether the south will plaht an 
acreage small enough to raise a large 
crop. This seems like a contradictory 
statement, but the fact remains tha 
the ability and means of the grow- 
ers to fight the boll weevil and to buy 
fertilizer and arsenate is’ limited. 
This limited ability should determine 
the limits of acreage which can be 
successfully cultivated. If the attrae- 
tive price of cotton leads the grow- 
ers to recklessly and indiscriminately 
plant excess acreage, a smaller crop 
will result from a smaller acreage. 
On this point a note of warning 
should be sounded, since no decrease 
in the cost of fertilizer or arsenate 
can be looked for. 


Southern Securities Stand High. 


The present solidity of the south 
and the confidence of t+ nation at 
large in the south, is clearly reflect- 
ed in the standing of southern se- 
curities. A careful study of the rec- 
ord of these securities over the past 
six months as compared with last 
year’s average and the last ten years, 
shows not only a_ general healthy 
tone with steady improvements, but 
compares favorably with any other 
section of the country.

Publie 
utilities, are expanding and at the 
same time showing substantial eur- 
plus in their income accounts, while 
the leading industrials are making a 
good showing. In the railroad group, 
to deal with specific examples. we 
find that such representative south 
ern carriers as Atlantic Coast Line, 
Illinois Central, Southern Railway. 
Louisville and Nashville, Central of 
Georgia, Mobile and Ohio. New Orle-

There are two great waterpower 
areas in the south. ‘he first of these, 
just alluded to, embraces the pied- 
mont regions of Virginia, the Caro- 
linas, Georgia, Alabama and the ‘Len- 
nessee yvalicy. ‘Lhe second Lies in the 
Uzark regions of Arkunsat®, Missouri 
and Oklahoma, ‘Lhe latter has, not 
been developed as yet, except in 
fragmentary fashion, although projects 
designed to produce halt a million 
horsepower are afoot, 

It was slightly more than 25 years 
ago that the first plant in_ the 
Lnited States for the production of 
electricity for transmission over a 
high tension power line was erected 
in the southeastern zone, at Port 
man Shoals, near Anderson, 
‘Today, there are thousands of miles 
of high tensioned wires making a net- 
work over the entire area, conveying 
electrical energy to mulls hundreds of 
miles from the source. 

Entire Zone Linked. 

By means of connecting transmis- 
siouw lines linking up tHe large cuim- 
panies of the Curolinas, Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee, which were 
completed during 1022, power gen- 
erated in any part of the area is 
available for use in the industrial 
plants of the entire area. As an 
illustration, during a period of low 
water in the Carolinas during the 
past summer, the Alabama Tower 
company furnished power to 47 cot- 
ton mills in and around Raleigh, N. 
(., hundreds of miles away. 

To do this, current was taken from 
the Gorgas plant on the Warrior 
river which the company rents from 
the government, delivered to the 
Georgia Railway and VPower com- 
pany'’s lines near Rome, carried 
ihrough Atlanta to Tallulah Falls, 
then transferred to the Southern 
Power company's lines, which carried 
it through Greenville, Charlotte, 
Greensboro and Durham to turn it 
over to the Carolina ower and Light 
company near Raleigh. 

In this way power developed in 
any locality of the super-power zone 
becomes a safety reserve for every 
other point and assures’ sufficient 
current to the south’s industries at al) 
times of the year. ‘The system of 
connecting lines, which has only re- 
cently been completed at the outlay 
of many millions, will prevent the re- 
turn of the famine of 1918 and ren- 
ders the section doubly desirable as 
a site for new manufacturers, 

It will also prevent any influence 
of manufacturing conditions by 
str®es and controversies. The two 
million horsepower now being de- 
veloped is equivalent to the consum- 
tion of 10,000,000 tons of coal yearly.

Power-line construction of the 
Southern Power company will in- 
volve the expenditure of $2,000,000 
in erecting 200 miles of high-voltage 
wires; the most important of these 
being a 55-mile line from Lookout 
Shoals to Winston-Salem, Greensboro 
and High Point; a 50-mile line from 
Great Falls to Newberry, 8S. C., and 
three lines from the new Mountain 
Island plant to Gastonia, Mount Hol- 
ly and Salisbury.

It is situ- 
ated a mile and a half below the 
Tallulah powersouse at the junction 
of the Tugalo und Chattooga rivers. 
The dam is 150 feet and 1,000 feet 
long.

The Mountain Island and Great 
Falls dams of the Southern Power 
company are both on the Catawba 
river.

The Big Ben Power company is 
completing details involving the erec- 
tion of a large dam on the James 
river, (Virginia) four miles above 
Scottsville, to produce 30,000 horse- 
power. Plans also contemplate the 
erection of four other dams immedi- 
ately below this point for a. very 
large power development. 

The Potomac Publie Service cor- 
poration is to erect a dam 105 feet 
high and 700 feet long at the crest 
in the Edes Ford district, (West Vir- 
ginia) ‘along the Cacapon creek, Ap- 
proximately $300,000 will be invest- 
ed. ‘Ten separate developments on 
the Cheat river in West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania are being mapped out 
by the West Virginia Power and 
Transmission company.

AT HIGH LEVELS 


New Fields Brought in 
During’Year Create New 
Wealth — Much Expan- 
sion Going On. 


Oil, the magical power which cre- 
ates millionaires overnight and builds 
gities in a day—the evil genius of in- 
ternational councils and the disrupter 
of nations—is using its influence for 
good in the southwest. It is there 
building an empire of great wealth 
and vast possibilities, and the year 
1922 saw its constructive work at its 
highest peak. ) | 

Possessing the greatest oil fields in 

the United States, that favured sec- 
tion is growing by leaps and bounds, 
not cn the lines laid down by boom 
development, but solidly, with an eye 
to the future. ‘ulsa,.with its build- 
ing permits in excess of sixteen mil- 
lion for the year, is but a single ex- 
ample. 
Possibly the most interesting oil 
development of the year occurred in 
the El Dorado, Ark., fields and in 
the Smackover development close by. 
Since April, 1921, the little farming 
community of El Dorado has leaped 
from its lowly position with a popu- 
lation of 3,884 to a city of 25,000, 
straining every nerve to house its in- 
creasing populatioa,.to transport its 
products and to build for the years to 
come. 

A graphic picture of this transfor- 
mation is drawn by the secretary of 
the chamber of commerce of El~Do- 
rado. After referring to the present 
production of over 200,000 barrels 
daily and the growing wealth of the 
community as indicatec by the mount- 
ing debits to individual accounts, 
which are increasing at a rate of 
more than a million a month, he says: 

“Commencing with September, new 
oil and gas po@ls in every direction 
around El Dorado—as indicated -by 
the east field, the southeast field, the 
northwest extension of the original 
field, the discovery of deep sand at 
3,000 feet in the original south field 
which has already produced $50,000,- 
O00 in oil and gas and is still produe- 
ing 50,000 barrels per day from the 
2,000-foot level, the north or cast 
Smackover field producing today 150,- 
QUO barrels per day, and the north- 
west Smackover tield just proven in 
with tremendous wells of lighter grav- 
ity oils—has resulted in El Dorade 
being squarely in the center of the 
greatest oil field on the Nortb Ameri- 
can continent. 

“The result of this extraordinary 
development in the oil industry has 
been to convert all.available quarters 
which were built before the discovery 
of oil on a basis to provide room and 
conveniences for the owner’s individ- 
ual business, such as auto show 
rooms, garages, brick livery stables 
and other buildings, into cafes, pic: 
ture houses, stores of all kinds, and 
one was even converted into a bank. 
Every oil supply house of national] 
standing and many local companies 
have built buildings and placed large 
stocks of goods here. Ten refineries 
are /operating, among which is the 
Lion Refining company, the largest 
in the state, which has spent two mil- 
lion dollars in installations, are now 
increasing plant und other facilities 
at an additional cost of two million, 
to give them a total capacity of 15,000 
barrels per day. 

Smackover Strikes Oil. 


“Smackover, twelve miles north of 
FE} Dorado in Union county, ninety 
days ago was a‘sleepy village of less 
than a hundred souls, all living and 
doing busines: on a single street. To- 
day is is a boom oil camp, spread out 
in every direction for miles with all 
inanner of shacks and tents and is 
striving to take care of five to ten 
thousand people. Shuttle trains are 
operated between Smackover and E] 
Dorado, enabling higher salaried work 
men to live in the latter city.

This improvement in general con- 
ditions. was promptly reflected in the 
building indusfry, which displayed a 
noticeable improvement with respect 
to the volume end steadiness of con- 
struction activity. There was a 27

The re- 
ports to the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Kansas City, presented in the Janu- 
ary Monthly Review, reflect a broad- 
ly expanded mercantile trade, a high 
record winter movement of grain ‘and 
live stock into eomimercial channels 
and quickened activity in manufac. 
turing,. meat packing and flour mill- 
ing. Increased production of crude 
oil and its’ refined products and high 
per cent of capacity operation at the 
coal, led#d, zine and precious metal] 
mines are indicated. There was re- 
ported’ a continuance of activity in 
building and construction, exceprion- 
al for the winter months. and the in- 
dustrial reports showed labor more 
fully employed than has been usta) 
for this season, even in the most 
prosperous vears. All in all, the. sta. 
tistieal facts, based on actual busi 
ness experience. give a decidedly 
hopefin aspect to the situation. How- 
ever, the long season of mild weather 
this winter, with lack of rain and al- 
most entire absence of snow covering 
—enjoyable to mankind and in some 
ways bheneficial—is wot encouraging 
to agriculture and live stock, More 
moisture was needed over practically 
the entire area of the district, accord.

Of Women Workers ! 


Miss — Friedman, secre- 
tary of the’Bryn Mawr summer 
school, spoke \in the Agnes Scott 
chapel Monday‘ night, when she es- 
plained the purpose of the Bryn Mawr 
summer school which has been run 
for two summers for girls and women 
in industry from all over the United 
States. Last summer 100 girls at- 
tended the school, including 14 from 
the south and 27 foreign born. 

Among the trades represented were 
the garment manufacture, textile 
work, glove, shoe, typewriter and 
automobile manufacture, the candy 


and tobacco industries. There were 
women there with five to twenty years

The school is run on a co-operative 
plan. ‘The committee in charge of 
plans for the -success is made up of 
oO per cent Bryn Mawr faculty and 


00 per cent women in industry. The 


academic committee, which plans tbe 
course of study to be offered is also

co-operative store is run on the cam- 
pus where the principle of service, 
not profit, in business is learned. All 
that was made at the store was con- 
tributed to the school for the book 
fund. 

The class room instruction aad 
tutoring is arranged so that ‘each gir! 
has the opportunity of learning the 


_most in the shortest time. The mental 


capacity of the students was unusu- 
ally high, as shown by psychological 
tests. There were 15 brilliant girls 


and 30 others above the average. 
Classes in literature, history, eco- | 


nomics, psychology, public speaking, | 
general science, appreciation of music | 


and other subjects were offered. 


The southern girls attending ths 
school have been found to be physi- 
eally tired out. They are underweight 
and need special care. They have 
worked on ten and twelve-hour day 
and night shifts. The states they lire 
in have no laws concerning industry, 
and for this reason the girls are at a 
disadvantage. 

The object of the school is to give 
the women in industry a method ly 
which they can get material and 
facts to develop their intelligence and 
understanding, and to help them find 
a place at their same jobs with an 
understanding of production and its 
place in the world.

would not grant us permission, 
we Should slip away without it. 
Si Lhassen, a Shelluh Berber 
from the Souss, Monsieur Lapen- 
dery’s father-in-law, in fact (the 
Frenchman had married a pretty 
Berber woman), would be our 
guide and would doubtless be 
useful in helping us get on with 
his tribesmen, among whom he 
was held in’ respect: for his 
great age and for his experience 
as a far traveller. Little Kbira, 
M. Lapandery’s lovely © little 
eight-year-old step-daughter, 
would go with us as the jnter- 
preter and diplomat of the parity 
when we reached the mountains, 
where Arabic is no better under- 
stood than French. 

The Bureau de Renseignments 
refused to give us permission to 
go beyond the limit of the actual 
protectorate, which extends at 
present only to the northern foot- 
hills of the Great Atlas. They in- 
formed Monsieur Lapendery that 
the country beyond was not safe 
for Europeans, and that until the 
military occupation was extend- 
ed, all permission to prospectors 
and traders would be refused, 
because some difficulty with the 
natives might force the goveru- 
ment to premature military ac- 
tion.

Our jar of water was soon empty. One's 
throat felt thick and clotted; the whole 
body cried for water. I thought of the 
tale a gaunt, worn Frenchman told me a 
few days before in the cafe. He had spent 
nineteen years in Africa. On one trip he 
had been a hundred and fifty days in the 
Sahara on a geographical expedition. 

Once the party went fifty days without 
water. In parts of the Sahara it 
is possible to find water at a depth of six 
feet, but in the region he was exploring 
they went for five days in one direction, re- 
turned, and started five days in another, 
and so on, for fifty days. Fifty days with 
no water but what they robbed from the 
neck vein of a camel! They set cut with 
{ifteen hundred camels and came back with 
one hundred and twenty-five, and lost three 
quarters of their men.

There was nothing for us but to endure 
the heat, to lock out over the shimmering 
Bled, and wait with Oriental patience for 
the sun’s rage to calm a little. The young 
Lhassen spent most of the time observing 
me as though | were some curious variety 
of beetle, and his expressica seemed to 
say, “Isn't nature wonderfuli” 
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They closed about us in an angry Cirele, 


i half past four we set out again, 
4 trying to become interested in other 
things than the thirst that tormented us. 
We rode on after sunset, having obtained 
some muddy water to drink, past many 
Berber strongholds, all built alike with 
Square, mud walls flanked by four towers, 
past threshing floors and stubble fields and 
wells that tap great water conduits from 
the mountains. 

After riding .on for an hour after the 
moon came up, we Selected a place to camp 
for the night. We spread out blankets on 
a sandy beach beside the Qued Nfis, a shal- 
low and rapid river that flows northward 
out of a long valley that splits the Great 
Atlas range. 

The ancestral castles of over-lords who 


hold exactly the same positions as mediae- 


val barons, are in the heart of the Atlas, 


but they depute their power to some resi- 
dent relative, while they themselves live in 
great palaces in Marrakesh and spend their 
time in diplomacy and higher politics. The 
whole political and economic system of Mo- 
rocco is very like that of the greater 
part of Europe in the twelfth cen- 
tury. And the parallel is carried out fur- 
ther in the relation of the calipha-barons 
among themselves, for they are at constant 
war with one another. The normal life 
of southern Morocco has been a sequence 
of feuds, with destruction and pillage, burn- 
ing of villages and sacking of kasbas. 
Amizmiz is the limit of the French pro- 
tected zone, and as the dangerous part of 
our journey begins here, the calipha, who 
had entertained us here, offers us an armed 
escort. We decline the offer, because sol- 
diers have expensive appetites and large 
ideas of expected generosity. The calipha 
says we Shall be safe from the tribesmen, 
for the great Goundafi has ordered them 
not to get into any trouble with foreigners, 


for that will mean the sending of machine 


guns. Our danger is from lawless bandits, 
and he warns us specially against the wild 
Ait Semmeg, through whose country we 


must pass.

They tell us that we shall be stopped at 
the next valley, where the Kasba of the 
Goundafi is situated. They have tried for 
Six months to pass over the next great 
range to get down to the Souss. They say 
that the calipha will come out with many 
followers and bar our way, asS:soon as news 
comes to him that we are in the valley. 
We can shoot two or three, but what then? 
Better not risk the meeting. But Monsieur 
Lapandery and I are for trying to get 
through. 

As the trail over the Tizi N’ Test leads 
directly by the Kasba of Goundafi, we took 
the other more difficult was over Tizi 
Quicheddan. And Strangely enough, we 
got through in spite of the Frenchmen’s 
prophecies. As we passed two or three 
wretched mud villages, partly melted into 
ruins, groups of natives stared curiously 
at us but did not offer to stop us. We did 
not carry our arms openly for fear of seein- 
ing suspicious, but Kbira sat on the two 
automatics in the chouari bag, and we rode 
close-up if necessary. We learned aiier- 
ward that the reason for our not being 
molested was that the caliph of the caid 
Goundafi had gone off into the mountains 
with his retainers on a hunting expedition, 
and there was no one left to arrest us but 
the peasants. 


Ww tolled all the afternoon over the 

savage and rugged pass and descend- 
ed again to Inhabited valleys on the other 
sile. Toward nightfall we ran into an ad- 


pite of new straw shining yellow in the sam 
light. On the principle that necessity need 
not be overscrupulous, we decided to halt 
here long enough for the animals to “bom 
row” a meal. 

At this moment a fine looking young 
Berger, who proved to be the son of @ 
sheik, strode quickly up the hill, pushed 
the men aside, and calmly took command 
of the situation. ‘Why,’ he exclaimed with 
timidly

}HE American people have a super- 
interest in the personal, intimate 
things of everyday  life—the 
things that people use with their 
hands, see with their eyes, wear 
on their bodies and taste with 
their tongues every day. Above 
all else, above all ideas and all abstractions 
of thought, the daily commonplace things 
that play their part in the personal physi- 
cal existence of the individual, hold highest 
interest. Officials of the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York have come to this 
conclusion, as the result of the unprece- 
dented interest manifested by the public 
in the recent discoveries in Egyptian royal 
tombs. 

No other archelogical discoveries have 
occasioned such widespread interest among 
all classes of people in America as have 
those of the contents of the tomb of 
Tutankhamen. 

This is because the recent discoveries 
have been, not merely manuscripts of 
papyri containing the thoughts and wisdom 
of ancient sages, but things—objects that 
were part of the personal lives of individ- 
uals of the far-off past—that any ordi- 
nary human being might-have used. Things 
to eat, flowers to smell and to enjoy, 
clothes to wear, chariots to ride in, chairs 
to sit on, creams and cosmetics for the 
face. 

Nothing more intimately human than 
these things have archeologists ever un- 
covered. And for once the eyes of the 
mass of people, educated and uneducated, 
are upon the efforts of the archeologists. 
Food and clothes are much more elemental- 
ly important to the people than reams of 
ancient history, philosophy or law rolled 
in some papyrus.

As civilization develops and the struggle 
for existence becomes more complex, and 
men gain other interests, intellectual and 
Spiritual as well as physical, still the inti- 
mate personal things, the necessities of 
existence and the luxuries that have to 
do with the gratification of the senses and 
feelings, seem to remain of central and 
prime importance. Sometimes too much so.

‘According to Buckle’s scheme of classifi- 
cation, the mass of people is found in the 
two lowest orders of intelligence, if one 
may judge by the interest shown in dif- 
ferent kinds of archeological discoveries, 
and especially in the latest, the most per- 
sonal and intimate of all, the tomb of 
Tutankhamen. 


& Pain lives of many people nowadays are 
being spoiled by being crowded with 
things and people to the exclusion of ideas, 
until concentrated and purposeful thought 
is foreign to the mind. This is what Bea- 
trice Forbes-Robertson Hale, English writer 
and former actress, is emphasizing now in 
her lecture tour of this country. She in- 
sists more privavy, so that she can think 
for herself. Too many American parents, 
she believes, look after only the physical 
welfare of the family. 

Children come home to eat, to change 
their clothes, to sleep, to talk or argue with 
each other, about people or things, but not 
to think or solve their problems of life. As 
a result they live superficially. Depth of 
thought or concentration of thought is im- 
possible. 

Mrs. Hale pleads for a separate room for 
each child in the family whenever this is 
possible, even if the stretching to make 
both ends meet financially becomes diffi- 
cult. A separate room with a door that 
closes and locks, so that the occupant can 
be by herself, with her own thoughts, away 
from the chatter of other people, is the 
first “luxury’’ a young person should have, 
after the necessities are provided. 

“There aren’t half enough doors in 
American homes,”’ says Mrs. Hale. In cities 
filled with apartments of few rooms and 
these rooms separated from each other by 
draperies or glass doors usually kept open 
for an effect of spaciousness, no wonder 
the “flapper” is bred—with her mind on 
fur coats, the latest shade of rouge, and 
vampable males rather than on preparing 
herself to be the finest type of woman in 
later years, and with her fleeting thoughts 
revolving feverishly about personal and 
physical things instead of in a realm of 
constructive or reflective thought. 

World celebrities who have run _ the 
gamut of European and American inter- 
viewers hold that the European journalist 
generally asks questions concerning ideas, 
concerning art, literature, government and 
so on, while the Americay interviewer is 
more anxious to have questions answered 
about people, their activities, and things. 
Stephen Leacock, the Canadian humorist, 
pointed out this difference recently. He 
prefers the American questions because it 
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is easy to take them on high. The Euro- 
peans are intellectually steeper, more* for- 


midable. 
|’ America, at the present time, the hero 
who has the greatest following among 
the younger fellows of eighteen and twenty 
is—the Sheik.

A Bible Talk 


T WAS witha rich man with a con- 
cience that Jesus dealt when, pass- 
ing into and through Jerico on 
His way to Jerusalem, He beheld 
Zaccheus and called him to Him. 


The story of Zaccheus is very 
different from that which Luke 
gives us of the rich young ruler 
who asked Jesus, ‘‘What shall 1 do to in- 
herit eternal life?” 


Zaccheus was not only rich, but he was 
a chief, publican—a member of a very un- 
popular class—and it is evident, from 
Luke’s account, that he was no more high- 


ly respected than other publicans, or tax 
gatherers. 


He was small in stature—so small that 
he was not able to see Jesus because of the 
crowd. The determination that, manifest- 
ed in business, had brought him wealth 
stood him in good hand at this time. 
Knowing the route that Christ was to travel, 
he ran on before and climbed up into a 
sycamore tree. Then came one of those 
unexpected opportunities that must not be 
overlooked in making up the record of a 
life. 

let us turn aside from the narrative for 
a moment to consider the influence of cir- 
cumstances on a life. 

lf Zaccheus had been a large man, or 
even a man of average size, he would have 
stood with the throng and would: have at- 
tracted no attention. There would have 
been nothing to distinguish him from the 
others or to indicate a greater zeal than 
that displayed by the multitude. 

So it seems that his stature was a cir- 
cumstance that played a very large part in 
the incident which forms the center of this 
lesson. It had doubiless been a disad- 
vantage to him to be small and, on this oc- 
casion, he may have been inclined to re- 
proach himself upon his size. But his 
weakness became an element of strength; 
his misfortune was converted into an ad- 
vantage of great value. 

Necessity is often our best friend. We 
do things because we have to do them and, 
in the doing of them even from necessity, 
we often secure that which we would not 
have had but for the seemingly unfavorable 
conditions that coerced us.

It may not be amiss to consider here a 
very important fact.

Many a man, 
thought to be miserly, has been found to be 
benevolent—his benevolence being  un- 
known because not heralded from the 
housetop. 

Christ is able to hear above the clamor 
and to see beyond tbe outward covering: 

‘This day is Salvation come- to this 
house,’”’ was Christ’s answer to Zaccheus’ 
declaration of conscience, adding, ‘“‘forso- 
much as he also is a son of Abraham.”

Advocacy of Higher Criticism 


With this type of man, the analytic spirit 
has become a frenzy, and the love of dis- 
section a morbid passion. Radical critics 
went to the extreme of doubting Homer 
and Troy. But at last a man named Schlie- 
mann dug up Troy. They doubted the 
historicity of the Egyptian Menes, and 
Professor Petrie dug up the mummy. There 
were some who claimed that writing did 
not exist before 600 B. C., but there was 
dug up a code of laws established by Ham- 
murabi, king of Babylon, who lived and 
reigned before Abraham came into Canaan. 
The radical school who held that Acts was 
untrustworthy history has been refuted by 
Ramsay. Likewise. the late daie of the 
Gospel of St. John has been disproved by 
the discovery of the complete ee gt 
of the Diatesserom of Tatian in 1886. R, F. 
Horton gives up this appropriate descrip- 
tion: ‘There are found flighty and un- 
balanced minds who find it difficult to win 
distinction in the humdrum work of 
Scholarshap, but who find immediate at- 
tention by the advancing of some extreme 
destructive view. Critics of this sort will 
conceive the brilliant thought of denying 
even the historical existenee of Jesus. 
Whately showed in a clever brochure that 
Napoleon was a myth. Such a negative is 
not difficult to establish. And an ingenious 
mind can show without much difficulty 
that Jesus never existed. The demonstra- 
tion will not, of course, affect the existence 
of Jesus, but it may give to the ingenious 


critic a temporary notoriety. There are 
critics who are not aiming at truth, but 
at self-advertisement. Waturally, blazing

The mere fact that he was a descendant 
of Abraham would not have been sufficient 
it he, like the Pharisees, had disgraced the 
relationship or had been unrepentant.

Christ’s ensuing words, “For the Son of 
man is come to seek and to save that which 
was lost,’’ contain a great message, whether 
addressed to the multitude or intended for 
Zaccheus. 

Nowhere is the breadth and depth of 
Christ’s message more strongly stated. He 
came to save that which was lost. 

“Lost” is a lonely word and often used 
in describing Christ’s mission, We think 
of it more in regard to the young and can 
imagine the terrible strain which a child 
undergoes if, for any considerable period, it 
feels itself lost. 

It is not so easy to visualize the condi- 


tion of one who is lost in sin, but it is as 
pathetic. The wanderer sees no familiar 
Signs, hears no friendly voice and sinks 


down at last in agony and despair.

HEN planning the new home it is 
well to remember that the curve 
in the line of beauty and that the 
straight line should be avoided 
except where it is absolutely nec- 
essary. A walk or road approach- 
ing a home is better looking if it 

makes the approach on a curve. 

When laying out service walks about the 


home, such as the walk from the house 


to the garden or chicken yard, a straight 
fine is better than a curve as a short cut 
will be made and a path result. 


The base of every house should be plant- 
ed with shrubs to obliterate the line at the 
Junction of the house and the ground and 
to -bring the house closer: to the ground, 
making it look as if it belonged in its 
place 

Grass, trees and shrubs are the main 
things in most landscape pictures. Flow- 
er gardens should be at the back or side 
of the house, never in front. Flowers are 
only additions to the landscape, never the 
main thing. 

Trees should be planted in greups on 
either side of the house, in the corners of 
the yard and about the sides and edges of 
the lawn. Trees should not be planted in 
rows except along long stretches of road 
or along the front sidewalk. 


HRUBS should be used at the base of 

the house; as a border for the lawn 
and at the intersection of roads and watks 
and in the corners about the place. They 
should never be planted in the center of 
the lawn. 

The lawn should form the center of the 
picture and it should not be cut up with 
trees and too many walks or roais. 

Open spaces ef grass bordered by shrubs 
and trees should’ be the governing theme 
fn the ordinary landscape gardening. 

Formal landscape gardening should be 
avoided unless the house is of a type or 
architectire that lends itself te this kind 
of planting: “A ‘cottage or buygalow. is. not 
adapted to formal gardening. An obi ante 
bellum plantation home, however, fits well 
with boxwood and formal walks, Simptcity 
is the keynote of success in laridscane card 
ening.

The kind of cushions we have is largely-a matter of personal taste, but.we 
should remember not to have French cushions of ‘silk, velvet, lace, puffins and 


flowered trimming in a room furnished in mission furniture. Nor would cush- 
ions covered with a burlap and monk’s cloth do in a room: furnished in French gilt and 


gray enamel. 

If you have a room not in period furnish- 
ings, it depends entirely on your good taste 
to get the cushions right. And this is not 
difficult. Indeed, it is a great deal of fun. 

To begin with, the covering of the couch 
influences the cushions. If it is of a plain 
color, say in velour several shades darker 
than the walls—which might mean brown 
with ecru walls or taupe with soft gray 
walls—you can use figured cushions, nice- 
ly interspersed with plain ones. But if 
your couch is covered, say, with-an India 
shawl, your cushions had best be all plain 
colors. 

lf the window curtains and cushions on 
wicker chairs are in colored cretonne, a 
couple of cushions on ihe couch may also 
be in the cretgnne. Take an ecru-walled 
room, again. Cover the couch, say, with 
soft brownish-gray monk’s cloth. Jse a 
brightly figured chiniz, with blue, leaf 
brown and yellow, perhaps, for curtains 
and chair cushions. Then, for the couch, 
two chintz-covered cushions, with one light 
brown one, two soft, deep blue ones, and 
one orange one, in good cotton upholster- 
ing fabrics, or in silk, might be used. 

Or take a gray-wailed room with a couch 
covered in taupe velour, and curtains of 
old-rose silk at the windows. The couch 
cushions might include a couple of the old- 
rose silk backed with taupe silk, a long 
puffed cushion of a figured silk containing 
rose and blue on a soft, neutral gray 
ground, and perhaps an old-gold silk cush- 
ion and one of rose velour. 


ITH the India shawl type of cover, 
use plain cushions in colors match- 
ing those in the shawl design. Match the 
colors carefully, and remember that the 


gests heavy silk for the cushion covers. Cre- 
tonne would be as out of keeping as an 
English flower border in the gardens of 
the Taj Mahal. 


It is quite possible to combine two col- 
ored fabrics effectively in sofa cushions. 
You can, for instance, in a blue and tan 
combination make a cushion of blue with 
applied design of tan worked on it, and then 
make another cushion, reversing the colors 
—with the groundwork of tan and the de- 
sign of blue. 

Varied shapes, too, add to the interest of 
the cushions in a room. Round, oblong 
and square they may be for the couch. And 
then there are the long rolls, for the back 
of the couch, to place against the wall as 
a sort of background and foundation. These 
may always suitably be made of the ma- 
terial of the couch covering. 

Cushions are always in place in very 
deep chairs. Thev are abominable in shal- 
low chairs. When they seem to be push- 
ing one forward. And they are often deco- 
rative and uSeful on the floor. Heavy ones 
for footrests and a cushion or two on the 
stair landing, where young folks like to sit, 
are used in this way.
